In a major development nationally, the ARRL has just reported that they “and the Community Associations Institute 
(CAI) — the national association of homeowners associations (HOAs) — have reached consensus on provisions of the 
Amateur Radio Parity Act”. They believe the new language “‘is balanced ... more objective and offers perhaps more guid- 
ance to HOAs than would the PRB-1 ‘reasonable accommodation’ test for municipal land use regulations." More informa- 
tion and the full text of the substitute bill are available on the ARRL’s web site at http://www.arrl.org/amateur-radio- 
parity-act. Sounds like the new bill might actually make it through Congress — eventually.
